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Anger over plan for 
second phone mast 


A NEW row is looming 
over plans for a roadside 
mobile phone mast. 

Newmarket Town Council 
has vowed to fight Voda¬ 
fone’s plans for a new 40ft 
mast in Exning Road, New¬ 
market, just 300 yards from 
a similar mast which was 
put up for rival phone 
company 02. 

The 02 mast caused controversy 
when it appeared in February. 
People living nearby complained 
they had not been consulted about 
it and students at Newmarket 
College started a petition to have it 
moved from outside the school 
gates. 

It emerged the mast had been

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put up after a slip-up by Forest 
Heath District Council planners 
who did not respond to notification 
about the mast plans within the 
required time limit. 

The company went ahead and 
installed the mast and associated 
equipment, which it said is requir¬ 
ed to improve coverage for the 
latest generation of phones. 

Now Vodafone wants a similar 
set-up a short distance along the 
road at the junction with 
Tannersfield Way It would be taller 
than nearby houses and would 
have an equipment cabinet almost 
next to it and a parking spot for a 
maintenance vehicle. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys told the 


council’s development and plan¬ 
ning committee on Monday: “I 
can’t believe that any telecommu¬ 
nication company could consider 
this as an acceptable site. It is in 
the middle of a residential area 
and it will be a complete eyesore.” 

He said the council should make 
a “huge fuss” over the siting of the 
second mast which, he said, could 
lead to more masts along the same 
road. 

“I’m absolutely horrified,” he 
said. 

Cllr Chris Turner, the mayor, 
said: “This is one thing that the 
council can be united on. This is 
something we will fight against.” 

But Cllr Richard Fletcher, who 
chairs the committee, said: 
“Everyone in this room uses a 
mobile phone and we’re the first to 
complain if we don’t get a good 


signal. There is no evidence that 
these masts cause any health 
problems.” 

He said the council might be 
doing residents “a disservice” by 
opposing the new mast which the 
company says is needed to improve 
coverage for third-generation 
phones. 

The company has said the mast 
would look like telegraph poles 
which already stand in the area. 

Craig Blackadder, of Tyco 
Electronics, the company which 
would carry out the mast install¬ 
ation for Vodafone, told the town 
council in a letter that eight other 
sites were considered. But they 
were all discounted for various 
reasons. 

Forest Heath District Council is 
still in talks with 02 about moving 
the existing mast. 



Racing legend in frame 


SOME of the country’s top 
horse artists are displaying 
their work in Newmarket. 
Among the exhibitors at the 
Society of Equestrian Artists’ 
autumn show is Cambridge 
artist Alison Elliott, whose 
studio is in Fulbourn. 

She is exhibiting at the show, 
at historic Palace House, for 
the first time and is showing 
three of her biggest - and 
potentially most expensive - 
paintings. 

One, showing jockey Kieren 
Fallon on 2005 St Leger winner 
Scorpion, has an asking price 
of £54,000. 

The painting is based on a 
photograph that appeared in 
the Racing Post, for which she 


obtained the rights. 

“I just thought it was a lovely 
balanced shot of a racehorse,” 
said Miss Elliott, 42. 

The painting reached the last 
300 out of 10,000 being 
considered for exhibition at the 
Royal Academy in London. 
Among the more than 100 
exhibits at the show, which 
runs to October 18, are a range 
of different pictures of 
racehorses, ponies, donkeys 
and zebras as well as horse 
sculptures. 

The show was officially opened 
by Newmarket racehorse 
trainer Sir Mark Prescott, who 
has become president of the 
society, taking over the 
position from Lord Oaksey.

‘Fabulous racing’, but crowds are down 


Painting to 
raise funds 


CROWDS at Newmarket racecourse 
are down by about 10 per cent as 
casual punters decide to stay at 
home. 

The three-day Cambridgeshire 
meeting last week, which included 
the first running of Britain’s richest 
race, the Tattersalls Millions, had a 
total crowd of 27,000 with 13,500 - 
about 1,500 down on last year - on 
the biggest day on Saturday. 


Stephen Wallis, managing director 
of Newmarket racecourses, said: 
“We’re about 10 per cent down on 
numbers year on year but we are 
not immune to the credit crunch 
and this is consistent with our 
figures for the year apart from the 
Newmarket Nights on Fridays at the 
July Course. 

“We’ve staged the richest race day 
ever held in this country and 


witnessed some fabulous racing. 
The inaugural Tattersalls Timeform 
Million sales races have been a 
huge success and we’ve seen some 
very nice two-year-oids in action. 
Now it’s time to look forward to the 
Champions’ Meeting.” 

The Champions Meeting is the last 
big race meeting to be staged at 
Newmarket and will be on October 
17 and 18.

Trusts fund new facilities 
at British Racing School 


TRUSTS set up by two 
leading racehorse 
owners funded new 
facilities for young 
people joining the 
racing industry. 

Paul Roy, chairman of 
The British Horseracing 
Authority, officially 
opened the new 
facilities at the British 
Racing School in 
Newmarket. 

The new buildings 
include an American 
Barn containing 20 
stable boxes, horse 
walker and additional 
storage. 

The project was paid for 
by the EB Moller 
Charitable Trust and the 
Childwick Trust, set up 


by the late Jim Joel. 

The cost of the scheme 
has not been revealed 
by the school. 

Rory MacDonald, chief 
executive of the school, 
said: “We are 
determined to improve 
the training that we 
provide to the racing 
industry. To support 
this, we must therefore 
continue to develop the 
facilities. These new 
facilities are a real step 
forward in realising our 
intentions.” 

The school, in Snailwell 
Road, opened in 1983 
and trains youngsters 
beginning careers in the 
racing industry. 

It now has 73 stable 


boxes which allows 
some trainees to bring 
their own horses. 

The school has staged 
a pony racing camp and 
a residential summer 
seminar for the 
Rehabilitation of 
Racehorses charity. 
During the past two 
years more trainees 
than ever have 
completed the school’s 
foundation course. 
Richard Spring, 
Newmarket’s MP who 
was among the guests 
at the ceremony, said: 
“The school has already 
established itself as a 
top centre for training 
and education in the 
racing industry.”

Pupils at Paddocks Primary 
School in Newmarket are to 
record their own CD as part 
of a campaign to keep the 
school open. 

Parents will also be joining 
in to sing the song Let’s Make 
a Noise, written by mum 
Louise Hamilton. 

They are recording the 
song today and intend to send 
copies to radio stations in the 
hope of convincing Suffolk 
County Council education 
chiefs to drop plans for a 
merger with another New¬ 
market primary school, 
Houldsworth Valley. 

Mrs Hamilton, who has a 
daughter at the school and 
another due to start there 
next autumn, said: “This song 
will send a strong message to 
Suffolk County Council that 
Paddocks School is a brilliant 
and well loved school and if 
they think that they are going 
to destroy this fantastic place 
to build a housing estate then 
they have another think 
coming. 

“What they are proposing 
will be damaging to the 
education of current and 
future pupils of Paddocks 
Primary School and to 
education in Newmarket in

own recording equipment 
and hopes to have the CD 
ready for “release” before the 
end of the month. 

Parents have already start¬ 
ed a petition opposing the 
closure plans which are part 
of the county council’s 
reorganisation of education. 

The county council is 
scrapping the current three- 
tier system which already 
means the closure of New¬ 
market’s two middle schools. 

Parents and teachers at 
Paddocks school were shock¬ 
ed to learn that their school 
was also facing the axe. The 
first they knew about the 
proposals was when a county 
council consultation booklet 
became publicly available. 

Newmarket town council¬ 


lors has voted to support the 
parents’ campaign and con¬ 
tinues to oppose the switch to 
a two-tier education system. 

After hearing an outline of 
the campaign from Cllr Ruth 
Allen, a member of Forest 
Heath District Council who is 
a parent at Paddocks, mem¬ 
bers of the council’s commu¬ 
nity services committee voted 
to tell the county to keep the 
school open and retain a 
three-tier system. 

Cllr Bill Burch said: “The 
three-tier system works very 
well in Newmarket. Why 
should they bring us down to 
their level? The rest of the 
county should be brought up 
to our level and Paddocks 
should definitely not be 
closed.” 


Airman dies in 
car crash 

AN American airman 
died after suffering 
serious injuries in a road 
crash. 

The 23-year-old from the 
Lakenheath base died 
early yesterday morning 
after his Volvo car 
collided with a tree 
beside the A1095 road at 
Reydon, near Southwold, 
on the Suffolk coast on 
Tuesday night. 

He was taken to the 
James Paget Hospital at 
Gorleston, where he died. 
The base has confirmed 
that the serviceman was 
a member of the 48th 
Component Maintenance 
Squadron. His name has 
not been released until 
relatives in the USA have 
been told. 

Police said he suffered 
serious chest and head 
injuries in the crash.

MP signs mum’s illness petition 


AN MP has signed a mother’s petition to 
raise awareness about a disorder which 
affects her daughter. 

Martine Mockford started the petition 
on the 10 Downing Street website in a bid 
to increase funding for medical research 
into systemic lupus. 

She started campaigning for the Lupus 
UK charity after her daughter Serena 
Bilcock was diagnosed with the disorder. 

Now Jim Paice, MP for South-East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, has signed the petition. 

Mrs Mockford, 40, of Ness Road, Bur- 
well, said: “I’m pleased that he has signed. 
But we need more signatures to get more 
support for people with lupus.” 

Her daughter, who is 21 and lives in 
Fieldgate, Sutton, near Ely, suffers from 
constant tiredness and joint pain and was 
forced to give up a place on a nursing 
course. 

She had undergone a number of back 
operations before she was diagnosed last 
year as having lupus, a disorder in which 
the body is attacked by its own immune 
system. The majority of the 50,000

sufferers in the UK are women between 
the ages of 15 and 55. 

Mrs Mockford said Serena did not show 
any visible signs of being ill. 

“I want people to know that not everyone 
has to look ill to be ill,” she said.

Former health service chief dies at 75 


A FORMER health service 
chief who oversaw the 
closure of Newmarket’s 
former general hospital has 
died. 

John Melleney was chief 
executive of the health 
authority which closed the 
hospital’s “acute” services 
including the maternity 
department nearly 20 years 
ago. 


The old hospital build¬ 
ings were later converted 
into flats and new homes 
were built in the grounds 
while the current commu¬ 
nity hospital was developed 
on part of the site. 

Mr Melleney, who lived 
near Bury St Edmunds, 
later published a history of 
the hospital. 

He later became chair¬ 


man of St Nicholas Hospice 
in Bury St Edmunds where 
he died, aged 75, on 
September 27. 

He is survived by two 
children and five grand¬ 
children. 

His funeral will be on 
Monday at West Suffolk 
Crematorium. His family 
have asked for donations to 
the hospice.

A TROUBLED 
swimming pool 
project is nearing 
completion - but 
there is still no 
indication when it 
will be ready for 
use. 

Councillors toured the 
new Newmarket pool last 
week before holding a 
private meeting to 
discuss “contractual 
issues”. 

Afterwards Cllr 
Geoffrey Jaggard, leader 
of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “We were 
impressed with the 
progress which had been 
made with the project. 

“It is going to be an 
excellent facility for the 
people of Newmarket 
and the district as a 
whole. 

“I have always wanted 
a good facility for 
Newmarket and I’m 
disappointed with the 
problems we have had.” 

He said he hoped that 
the council would be in a

position to announce the 
opening date “in a few 
weeks”. 

The project has been 
surrounded by contro¬ 
versy over rising costs - 
now believed to be 
around £14 million 
compared with an orig¬ 
inal estimate of around 
£8 million - and delays. 

Work on the pool - and 
an extension to the 
town’s leisure centre in 
Exning Road - started 
more than three years 
ago and has been delayed 


after the discovery of 
contaminated soil on the 
site. There were further 
delays when a newly- 
built wall had to be 
rebuilt twice. 

The council is involved 
in a dispute with the 
contractor and has called 
in lawyers to try to 
resolve the issues. 

All members of the 
council were invited to a 
meeting of the commu¬ 
nity services committee 
when they were given an 
update. The public and 
the media were not 
allowed to attend the 
meeting. 

A statement issued by 
the council after the 
meeting said: “The wait 
for Newmarket’s state-of- 
the-art leisure centre is 
almost over. 

“The committee heard 
details of the work to be 
finalised and the signifi¬ 
cant progress being 
made. 

“The main contractor 
will finish building work 
shortly. We will then be 
able to complete the 
detailed fitting-out, 
testing and staff training 
needed before opening.” 


Planners set to refuse pub scheme 


PLANS to extend a pub with motel- 
style guest rooms are set to be rejected 
by councillors. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee have 
said they are “minded to refuse” the 
application for 12 rooms to be built on 
the car park of the Cock Inn at 
Kentford. 

Brewers Greene King have applied 
for permission to extend the listed 
building. 

Council planning officers and 


Suffolk County Council roads experts 
said the scheme was acceptable and 
the loss of car parking would not be a 
problem. 

But members of the committee were 
worried that parking on the road 
outside the pub would be a traffic 
hazard and indicated their intention to 
refuse permission. 

The application will be reconsidered 
later this month when councillors will 
have the chance to change their minds 
or confirm their rejection of the plans.

ONCE again the Cheveley Parish 
Council meeting was well attended by 
parishioners, mainly from the North 
Ward, who were present to receive an 
update on and make representations 
about the Meadow Lane Right of Way 
application.

■ Following the resignation of Cedric 
Burton as chair, Janet Martin was 
elected as chairman of the parish 
council with Adam Bennett and Sallie 
Thomas sharing the role of vice- 
chairman. 

■ The clerk reported Cheveley had not 
been chosen as the Energy Saving 
Trust’s Village Green 2008, and that the 
East Cambridgeshire Local 
Development Framework response and 
the two bids for the Cambridgeshire 
County Council jointly funded minor 
highways improvements had been 
submitted. 

■ Adam Bennett reported that he had 
attended the Post Office Network 
change group briefing on Thursday, 


July 24, 2008, and could confirm that 
Cheveley Post Office was not one of 
the branches to be closed. 

■ Linder planning matters the parish 
council noted the appeal by David 
Wilson Homes for planning application 
reference 08/00391/FUL; relocation of 
approved two-storey, five-bedroom 
dwelling and detached garage on plot 

19 Duchess Park (granted under outline 
permission 03/00652/OUT and 
reserved matters 06/00532/RMM). 
Construction of two additional two- 
storey, four-bedroom detached 
dwellings and two detached garages. 
Construction of access driveway. 

■ The clerk reported that the cemetery 
funding request letter had been sent to 
18 recipients and to date one donation 
for £1,000 had been received. The clerk 
will send a letter of thanks. 

The parish council formed two working 
parties: one to formulate a specification 


ready for tender for the cemetery path 
and the other to review current 
contracts before issuing for 
forthcoming tenders. 

■ The council reviewed the Risk 
Assessment progress and approved 
expenditure for P.A.T. testing of the 
electrical equipment and repairs to the 
recreation ground wall. Ted Rolfe 
reported that he had taken receipt of 
the two new litter bins for the recreation 
ground and the council approved the 
expenditure for their installation.

the police services authority and that

■ The next meeting of the parish 
council will take place on Tuesday, 
October 14 2008, commencing at 
7.30pm in the Community Room, 
Cheveley Primary School and members 
of the public are welcome.

Double road work 
plan set to cause 
traffic problems 


WORK to axe an avenue of 
trees could cause traffic 
chaos, councillors have 
warned. 

The removal of the 
century-old trees in The 
Avenue, Newmarket, is likely 
to coincide with major 
roadworks at the town’s 
Clocktower junction. 

Suffolk County Council 
highways chiefs have warned 
that the £200,000 work in The 
Avenue will involve re¬ 
surfacing the road and 
repairs to the pavements 
which have been damaged by 
the tree roots. 

They are planning to plant 
at least 39 new trees to 
replace the present 23. But 
the new trees will have to be 
planted in February to 
ensure their survival. 

The work is expected to 
take up to 10 weeks to 
complete. 

It means that the scheme 
will coincide with phase two 
of the £600,000 revamp of the 
town’s Clocktower junction at 
the opposite end of the High 
Street. 

The Clocktower scheme is 
due to start in January and 
will involve realigning the 
High Street and alterations to 
the junctions with four other 
roads as well as constructing 
a new roundabout. 

The tree works in The 


Avenue were originally 
planned last year. But they 
were put off because the 
county council did not have a 
budget and there was delay 
while it was established that 
planning permission was not 
needed. 

Cllr Chris Turner, New¬ 
market’s mayor, told a 
meeting of the town council’s 
community services com¬ 
mittee: “If traffic can’t get 
round the Clocktower it will 
come down The Avenue and 
get blocked there. 

“They will put in 
temporary traffic lights 
which will restrict traffic 
flow. 

“But the county council is 
not seeking our permission 
from the town council so 
what’s the point in our 
making any comment?” 

Cllr Jane Bailey, deputy 
mayor, said: “Perhaps it’s 
better to get it done in one 
go.” 

A report from the county 
council said the maple trees 
which currently line The 
Avenue were not suited to the 
area. Four of five of them are 
already dead or dying. 

They are due to be replaced 
with hornbeams which will 
be planted in containers to 
prevent their roots from 
damaging the paths again.

THE number of motorists killed or 
seriously injured on Suffolk’s roads 
has risen by more than 30 per cent 
in the first five months of this year 
compared with 2007. 

And police have warned they will 
crack down on drivers whose 
disregard for the law is putting 
lives at risk. 

Between January and May this 
year 157 people were killed or 
seriously injured, an increase of 37, 
or 30.8 per cent, on the equivalent 
period in 2007. Of the 39 casualties 
recorded in Suffolk in 2007,12 were 


not wearing seatbelts. 

Deputy Chief Constable Jacqui 
Cheer, vice-chair of the Suffolk 
Roadsafe Board, said: “These are 
extremely worrying statistics and we 
are concerned that many road users 
are not taking traffic offences 
seriously enough. 

“Too many lives are being 
needlessly shattered and wasted so 
we are getting tough on offenders. 

“If you break the law and risk 
lives then we’ll catch you.” 

Police will join forces with Suffolk 
County Council in a bid to reduce 


offences 

casualties with extra enforcement 
patrols until December to target 
inappropriate driver behaviour. 

Deputy Chief Constable Cheer 
said: “Many road users may feel 
traffic offences are trivial but it has 
been proved repeatedly that this is 
not the case. 

“National research found a clear 
correlation between enforcement of 
road safety legislation and casualty 
reduction. 

“This is a majority priority for us 
and we will be taking a tough 
approach to irresponsible drivers.” 


A MAN and a woman were 
arrested after an incident in 
which a man suffered facial 
injuries. 

Police were called to Skeaping 
Close, Newmarket, on the 
afternoon of Tuesday, September 
30 after reports of “intruders” in 
a house at about 4.20pm. 

Four police cars went to the 
area which was cordoned off 
while a man and a woman were 
arrested in nearby Howard de 
Walden Way on suspicion of 


affray, having an offensive 
weapon and theft. 

They were taken to Bury St 
Edmunds police station for 
questioning and were later 
released on bail until October 30. 

A man in his 30s suffered 
minor facial injuries in the 
incident. 

Police said the pair on bail are 
a 42-year-old man from London 
and a 33-year-old woman from 
Newmarket.

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Rosie celebrates 
its silver jubilee 


As the Rosie Maternity Hospital in 
Cambridge celebrates its 25 th 
birthday, JOHN MORGAN looks back 
at a story of babies, a millionaire’s 
mum, and Margaret Thatcher. 



WITH the paint still 
fresh on the walls, the 
Rosie’s first babies 
screamed their way 
into the world on 
October 5, 1983 - and 
thousands more have 
followed since. 

The Rosie took 
Cambridge’s NHS maternity 
care from cramped premises 
originally built as a Victorian 
workhouse to a 104-bed 
purpose-built hospital 
promising safer care for 
mothers and babies. 

Despite being an NHS 
hospital, it took a £3 million 
donation from a city-born 
millionaire Sir David 
Robinson to get it built. 

As staff and parents mark 
the anniversary, they 
celebrate in a maternity 
hospital rated as one of the 
“best performing” in 
England by the Healthcare 
Commission. 


Bethany Felstead knows 
more about the place than 
most: she gave birth to 
Emma-Jane there on Thurs¬ 
day - and was born there 
herself on October 7, 1985. 
And her husband Marc was 
also a Rosie baby 

“The support the staff give 
you is fantastic and the 
facilities are brilliant,” she 
said. 

“I was a difficult customer 
- I wanted to be in water 
before the birth and to move 
around. The staff try their 
hardest here and do 
everything they can.” 

For anyone who has ever 
wondered about the name, 
the answer leads back to the 
founding of the hospital. In 
1980, the East Anglian 
Regional Health Authority 
proposed that services should 
be moved from Mill Road 
Maternity Hospital, first built 
as a workhouse in 1838. 

Sir David, who left school 


at 14 to work in his father’s 
Cambridge bicycle shop 
before making a fortune in 
the TV rental business, put 
forward a £3 million donation 
- half the total cost. He chose 
the name Rosie in memory of 
his mum, who died giving 
birth to her 10th child in 1922. 

But Sir David made one 
demand - the hospital must 
be built before the end of 
1983. 

That put Whitehall in a 
spin, with doubts that such a 
schedule could be met. 
According to the chairman of 
the East Anglian Regional 
Health Authority chairman, 
Sir Arthur South, Margaret 
Thatcher personally urged 
her health minister and the 
Department of Health to 
make the Rosie happen 
quickly. Sir Arthur said: 
“They did, and we had a 
hospital built probably faster 
than any other in the 
country” 

Proud Lisbeth Bager was 
the first mum to give birth 
at the hospital, but perhaps 
the Rosie’s most famous 
births came on May 2, 1985, 
when 28-year-old Jane 
Underhill of Burwell gave 
birth to six babies - two 
girls and four boys - in 
three minutes. 


Midwife Sharon Shipp 
was well placed to see the 
difference the Rosie made, 
having worked at the 
hospital since it opened and 
at Mill Road Maternity 
Hospital for three years 
before that. 


She said: “When we first 
came here, we were scared 
about being sucked into a 
great big hospital like 
Addenbrooke’s. 

“But there were 
advantages to that. We 
probably didn’t appreciate 



that it would make things 
much safer. 

“The more services you 
have at the site, the safer it 
is for women.” 

The move also meant 
midwives no longer had to 
cook patients’ meals 
themselves or send blood 
samples to Addenbrooke’s 
by taxi. 

In 2005, the Rosie chalked 
up another success with the 
opening of a midwifery-led 
birth unit - designed to offer 
a more relaxed, “home-from- 
home” alternative to the 
traditional delivery wards. 

Many parents feel great 
affection for the Rosie. 
“People who come here 
always say they find it very 
supportive and friendly,” 
says Sharon. 

“With patient choice, 
women can deliver at a 
location they choose. Even 
women that move away like 
to come back here.”

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Drivers see costs soar 


UK MOTORISTS 
are now paying an 
average of 19 per 
cent more to keep 
their cars on the 
road than in 2007, 
according to an 
RAC cost index 
out this week. 

Annual running 
costs for an average 
family car have now 
soared to £2,435, which 
is a year-on-year 
increase of £277. 

The average cost at 
present is the 
equivalent of £47 a 
week or 20.3p a mile 
and is made up of the 
cost of fuel and 
maintenance. 

Taking everything 
into account including 
cost of finance 
packages, depreciation 
and insurance, the 
average annual cost 
has gone up from 
£5,133 last year to 


£6,133 this year, with 
the average weekly 
cost rising from £98.71 
to £117.94. 

The RAC said 36 per 
cent of drivers were 
now considering 
buying a car that was 
cheaper to run than 
their present model. 

But 68 per cent said 
they would not stop 
relying on their car 
until better public 
transport was made 
available. 

The RAC also 
revealed: 

■ 25 per cent of 
motorists now share 
their car more with 
friends and family 

■ 16 per cent are 
considering buying a 
second-hand car rather 
than a new car to avoid 
losing money through 
depreciation 

■ 22 per cent are 
thinking about 
switching to a smaller 
car or bike 


■ 18 per cent are 
considering changing 
their car for one in a 
lower insurance 
category. 

RAC motoring 
strategist Adrian Tink 
said: “Our index is 
designed to help cash- 
strapped motorists by 
highlighting hidden 
costs, including 
depreciation. 

“With the credit 
crunch hitting 

motorists hard in their 
pocket, we encourage 
UK drivers now more 
than ever to take all 
potential financial 
implications of car 
running costs into 
account to better 
manage their budgets.” 

He went on: “With 
the majority of UK 
motorists also 

admitting that reliance 
on their cars would 
only change if we had 
more effective and 
cheaper public 


transport, the RAC is 
urging the 

Government to ensure 
money from motoring 
taxes is directly 
invested into 

improving the current 
public transport 
system.” 

In another survey, 
insurance company 
Admiral found that 39 
per cent of those polled 
could never live 
without their car. 

This compared with 
a figure of 35 per cent 
last year, while the 
number who said they 
could possibly or 
definitely live without 
their car fell from 16 
per cent last year to 
just 11 per cent. 

A total of 16 per cent 
of the 2,500 motorists 
surveyed said they 
expected to drive fewer 
miles over the next 
year, with only nine 
per cent expecting to 
drive more.

Tazeez was due to be partnered by 
Martin Dwyer, but when William Haggas 
pulled Mutajarred out because of the 
quick ground, Richard Hills switched 
mounts as both horses were owned by 
his boss, Sheikh Hamdan A1 Maktoum. 
Drawn over on the far side, Hills allowed 
his mount to move over towards the 
stands rail as he challenged long-time 
leader Nanton. 

For a brief time it appeared that Kelly 
Harrison had nicked it from the front on 
Jim Goldie’s grey but Hills cajoled his 
mount to go and win by a length. 

Gosden won the race last year with 
Pipedreamer, who has gone on to prove 
himself at the highest level. 

He said: “I think he’s a very nice horse, 
but it would be a little over the top to 
compare him to Pipedreamer. 

“He wasn’t happy last time out but what 
made the difference was that he got to 
run the race in his own way. 

“He lacks a little self confidence, but got 


a beautiful ride from Richard.” 
Donativum appears to have matured 
since being gelded after proving 
wayward in his younger days. 

It took him four races to get off the mark 
but he came fast and late under Dwyer, 
who could at least console himself on 
missing out on the Cambridgeshire 
winner with his share of the huge 
£492,400 first prize in the Million. 

“He ran nicely in a maiden at Leicester 
which was won by Free Agent who went 
on to win the Chesham, but he was a bit 
too excited that day and we had to geld 
him,” said Gosden. 

“He won his maiden at Yarmouth very 
well, and I told Martin to forget that he 
was 33-1 as he had been working 
exceptionally well. 

“The quality of the race looked high and 
I expect we will put him away for 
something like the Greenham.” 

Michael Jarvis took the Tattersalls 
Timeform Fillies’ 800 with the 
impressive Tiger Eye, who had finished 
fourth on her only other start. 

The well-backed Vitoria chased in vain 
but never looked likely to catch the 5-1 
second-favourite. The Miniver Rose was 
third. 

Afterwards the winner was handed a 33-1 
quote by VC Bet for next year’s 1000 
Guineas. 

Harry Herbert, of owners Highclere 
Thoroughbred Racing, said: “I wouldn’t 
think she would run again this season 
and hopefully she will be a Guineas filly.”
